Pigeons  dounge,  or  Hawkes  dounge,  beat 
all  thefe  to  powder,  and  temper  them  with  Gxegall,  and 
make  pilles  of  it,  each  the  quantity  ofa  filberd  nutt,  &  then 
put  one  after  another  in  the  coales,  and  receiue  the  fume 
thorow  a  pipe  or  conduitc  made  for  that  purpole  into  the 
priuities. 

Another.  TakeEncenfe,  OppopoMcum,Galhamm, Brim- 
ftone,  of  each  like  much,  beate  them  together,  and  tem¬ 
per  them  with  Oxe  gall,  and  make  pilles  of  them, and  then 
of  the  fame  make  fumigations  as  before. 

Apofionforthefamepurpofe.  Take  Afafetih  halfea 
dram,  of  R  ue  three  drams,  of  Myrrhe  two  drammes,  'and 
beate  them  to  powder,  and  geue  to  to  the  woman  at  each 
time  a  dram  of  this  ponder  with  white  wine,  or  with  wa - 
terin  the  which  Sauine  is  fodden.

Ariftolochia  'tonga  >  and  Colocinthis 
without  his  kernels,  beate  all  thefe  together,  temperinge 
them  with  Oxe  gall, and  alfo  with  the  iuice  of freflie  Rue, 
then  make  a  peflary  of wollen,  and  annoynt  and  wett  the 
peflary  with  the  fane,  conueying  it  into  the  fecret  places. 

Item  Another.  Make  a  peflarie  of  woollen,  of  the 
length  and  thicknefleofa  finger,  and  dip  it  intheiuyceof 
Rueinthewhichisdiffoluea  a  quantity  of  Scamony-,& 
doo  with  that  peflarie  as  before. 

Item,  take  Ariftolochia  rotunda ,  Sauiue,  Gardeen  Cref 
fes,  of  each  like  much,  beate  them  to  powder,  and  temper 
them  with  Oxe  gall,  with  this  annoynt  a  peflarye  made 
and  ordered  as  before  is  fpoken  of. 

Item, if  the  woman  drinke  the  milke  of  another  woman, 
it  will  ftir  and  expell  the  birth. 

Item,  take  of  the  iuyee  of  Dittaine,  or  of  the  powder  of 
the  roote  of  the  fame  hcarbe,  two  drammes,  and  geue  the 
fame  to  drinke  to  the  woman  with  wine,  except  {he  be  in 
great  heate,  for  then  (hall  ye  geue  it  her  with  luke  warme 
water,  and  this  fliall  expell  the  dead  byrth  without  anye 
perillto  the  Mother.

ofSaffrontempred  together  with  white  wine,  thewhich 
let  her  immediately  drink  after  ihe  come  forth  of  the  bath. 

Item,  take  Oppopomcttm,  and  make  thereof  a  peflarie, 
the  quantity  of  a  finger,  conuay  it  into  the  priuities,  this 
expelleth  the  dead  birth . 

Item,takeof  Galbanum a dramme or  fomwhat Idle,  of 
Goates  milke  an  ounce  and  a  halfe,  or  two  ounces,  in  the 
which  the  Galbamm  being  diffolucd,  geue  it  to  the  wo¬ 
man  to  drinke. 


Item,  a  plafter  for  the  fame.  Take  Galbamm  beaten  and 
tempered  with  the  mice  ofMotherwort,  and  of  this  make 
a  plafter  by  puting  to  of  vvaxea  certaine  quantity :  then 
take  a  linnen  cloth  offuch  length  and  breadth  that  it  may 
couer  all  the  belly  vndertheNauell  to  the  priuitis,  from 
one  fyde  to  another,  on  this  cloth  fpread  this  plafter  of  the 
thicknefle  of  a  ftrawe,and  lay  it  to  the  belly.

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But  if  all  thefc  medicines  profit  not,  then  mutt  be  vfcd 
more  feuere  &  hard  remedies  with  inftrumentes,  as  hokes, 
tongues,  and  fuch  other  thinges  made  for  the  nonce.  And 
firftthe  woman  muft  be  laide  along  vpright,  the  middle 
p  art  of  her  body  lying  hyer  then  all  the  reft,  companied  . 
of  women  affifting  her  abou  t,to  comfort  her,&  to  kepe  her 
downe,  that  when  the  birth  is  plucked  out,  (lie  tyfe  not 
withall  Then  let  the  Midwife  annoynt  her  left  hande 
with .the  oyle  of  whyte  Lilly  es,  or  other  that  may  make  it 
hippie  and  fmoth,  and  holding  out  her  fingers, (hutting  to¬ 
gether  her  hand,  let  her  put  it  into  the  Matrix,  to  feele  and 
pcrceiue  after  what  fafhion  the  dead  birth  lyeth  in  the 
Mothers  wombe,  fb  that  fine  may  the  better  put  in  hookes, 
and  fuch  other  inftruments  to  plucke  it  out  withall. 

If  fb  be  that  it  lye  the  head  forward,then  fallen  a  hooke 
eithervponone  oftheeiesofit,  or  the  roofe  of  the  mouth, 
orvnderthechin,or  on  one  of  the  ihouldcrs,  which  of 
thefe  partes  fhallfeeme  moft  commodious  and  handfome 
to  take  it  out  by,  and  the  hooke  fattened,  to  draw  it  out  ve¬ 
ry  tenderly  for  hurting  of  the  woman. 

But  if  it  lye  the  feete  forward,  then  fatten  the  hooke  on 
the  bone  aboue  the  priuie  partes  or  by  fome  rib,  or  fome 
of  the  back  bones,or  breft  bones:  &  whe  this  hooke  is  thus 
faftned,  the  midwife  may  not  by  &  by  draw  &  pluck  atir> 
but  holding  it  in  her  left  hand,  let  her  with  her  right  hand 
fatten  another  in  fome  other  part  ofthe  birth,  right  againft 
the  firft,&  then  tenderly  let  her  draw  both  together, fb  that 
the  birth  may  proceede  and  come  forth  on  both  fydes  e- 
qually,  mouing  it  from  one  fyde  to  another,  till  ye  haue 
gotten  out  altogether,  and  now  and  then  to  helpe  it  in  the 
comming  forth  with  the  forefinger  well  annoy  nted,  if  it 
chaunce  to  flick,  or  to  be  let  any  where :  aud  as  it  cometh

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forth,  al  way  to  remoue  the  hookes  farther  and  farther  on 

the  dead  birth..  -  • .  '  # 

Againe,ifit  chauncethat  one  of  the  handes  onely  ot 

the  byrth  do  appeare,  and  that  it  can  not  conueninetly  be 
reduced  and  returned  vpward  agayne,by  reafcn  of  the  na- 
ro  wnefle  of  the  place,  then  byndeit  with  a  linnen  cloth 
that  it  flip  not  vpagaine,  and  then  to  plucke  it  outwarde 
vntill  fuch  time  that  the  whole  arme  be  out,  and  then  with 
afharpe  knife  cut  it  of  from  the  body :  andeuen  fo  doe  if 
b  oth  handes  appeare  firft  at  once,  or  one  legge,  or  both,  if 
they  cannot  be  returned  backe  to  be  othewife  taken  out 
conueniently.  As  ye  cut  the  armes  from  the  fhoulders,  fo 
likewiie  cutting  the  legges  from  the  thighes,for  the  which 
purpole  the  Chirurgians  haue  meete  inftrumentes  made 
for  the  nonce,  with  the  whichfuch  leggesand  armes  may 
(bone  be  cut  from  the  body.  Thefe  partes  being  once  re¬ 
ject  and  cut  from  the  body,  then  turnc  the  reft,  fo  that  it

If  it  be  fo  that  the  childes  head  be  fofwollenby  inflati¬ 
on,  ^veiling,  or  refort  of  humours,  that  it  will  not  conue¬

Furthermore,  ifby  chaunceordifeafe  it  come  to  pafte, 
that  the  mouth  of  the  Matrix  be  exulcerate  or  apofttimate, 
fothatthepalfagebe  made  the  narower,  bythatmeanes, 
the  dryer,  and  the  more  contract ;  then  muftye  firft  fludy 
and  endeuouryou  to  fupple  and  eafe  the  places  by  oyles 
andothergreaces,fuchasI  fpake  of  fufficiently  before  in 
the  fourth  Chapter,  with  bathes  and  fumigations* 

Alfo  if  the  dead  byrth  come  fydclonge,  then  muft  ye 
do  what  may-be  done  to  cor.uert&  turneit  to  fuch  fafhi- 
on,  that  it  may  moll  eafily  be  brought  forth.  The  Matrix 
and  other  fecretes  muft  be  annoynted,  perfumed,  and  va¬ 
poured  with  fuch  thinges  the  which  may  make  it  more 
ample  and  large.  If  it  can  not  be  thus  had  forth  whole, 
then  let  it  be  cut  out  by  peece  meale,  as  is  before fpoken  of. 
And  ifafter  this  deliuerance  the  flowres  ifliie  ouer  vehe¬ 
mently,  then  vfo  fuch  thinges  as  haue  vertue  to  reftraync 
them,ofthe  which  I  hauefpokenin  the vi.Chapter before. 

But  contrary  to  all  this;  if  it  chaunce  that  the  woman  in 
her  labour  fhould  dye,  and  the  child  hauing  life  in  it:  then 
fhall  it  be  meete  to  keepe  open  the  womans  mouth,and  al¬ 
fo  the  neather  places,  fo  that  the  child  may  by  that  meancs 
both  receiue  and  alfo  cxpell  ayre  and  breath,  which  other- 
wife  might  be  flopped,  to  the  deftruction  of  the  child. 
And  then  to  turne  her  on  the  left  fyde,  and  there  to  cut  her 
open, and  fo  to  take  out  the  child.  They  that  be  borne  after 
this  fafhion  are  called  Cefars,  for  becaufe  they  be  cut  out 
of  their  mothers  belly :  Wherevpon  alfo  the  noble  Ro- 

mainc 
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may  nc  Cedar  the  firft  tookc  his  name. 

In  the  lafl  chapter  of  this  booke  be  briefly  recited  certaine  expert 
medicines,  which  bee  mofl  requiflte  to  the  cheefe pur- 
pofe  entended  in  thisprefent  booke . 

Chapt.  X. 

Orfomuchas  the  principall  entent  and 
end  of  this  booke  is,  to  {hew  the  meancs 
and  medicines  whereby  the  womans  la¬ 
bour  may  be  made  more  eafie:  therefore 
here  I  will  compendioufly  fet  forth  cer- 
taine  medicines,  oyntmentes  and  em- 
plafters,fuch  as  fhalbe  fufficient  and  moft  requifire  to d:  ■  t 
purpofe,  and  fuch  as. hath  bene  well  experimented  a 
practifed :  Thewhichalfb it  fhalbe  conuehien  t  (forthr 
that  may)  alwayes  to  haue  in  a  redinefle  againft  their  tin 
ofneede.  For  although  that  Nature  be  the  cheefe  and 
head  doer  in  all  this  bufineffe  fas  in  conception,  bearing, 
and  the  byrth : )  yet  notwithftanding,  medicines  many 
tymesdoc  helpe, ayde, and fortfie Nature,  being  fomc- 
tyme  impediteand  let,  yea,  impotent  and  not  able  to  doo 
her  office  as  fhould  appertaine. 

When  the  time  then  of  the  womans  labour  is  come,  if 
flac  labour  lone  and  paynefully,  and  yet  the  birth  do  not 
proceedc:  then  for  the  more  expedite  and  quicke  deliue- 
raunce,  geue  her  ofthis  mdicine  following. 

Take  ofthefineftCinamome  that  may  be  chofen.  iiij. 
drammes,  and  with  a  fliarpe  knife  firft  Hired  it  in  veryc 
{mall  peeces,and  then  bcate  it  to  very  fine  powder. 

Item,  of  Saffron  dr  yed  by  the  fyer  till  it  be  blackifh,  of 
*  •  L  2  Cafsia 
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Cafsta  ligneAy  fine  Reubarbe,Sauine  dried, Myrrhc,of  each 
of  thefe  feauen  fcruples,  of  pure  Muske  xvj.  graines,  euery 
of  thefe  fimples  exquifitely  by  themfelues  powdred,  and 
then  perfectly  mixed  in  one,  with  vj.  orvij.  droppes  of 
Maluefe,temper  the  whole  male  into  little  roundels  or  tro- 
chiskes,each  wayingadramme.  And  in  time  of  neede  at 
the  womans  labour,  geue  her  hardly  the  waight  of  vj.d.  of 
thefe  trochiskes  beaten  into  fine  powder,  with  iiij.  Ipoone- 
jfulles  of  Hyfbpc  water,  and  other  iiij  .ofgood  Winefecke. 

This  medicine  is  not  onely  profitable  at  this  time  to 
proipke  the  birth,  butalfo  is  notably  good  to  expellthc 
after  birth,  or  any  other  fuch  like  matter  in  that  place,  ha¬ 
iling  need  of  expulfiom 

Item,  if  neede  doe  fo  require,  it  fhall  be  very  expedient 
to  haue  this  emplafter  following  in  a  readinefte,the  which 
(pread abroad  vpon  a  linnen  doth  either  els  vpon leather, 
and  fo  applied  to  the  bottome  of  the  belly  in  as  large  man¬ 
ner  as  may  be,dilateth  and  openeth  the  pores  of  that  parts, 
amplifieth,  cnlargeth,  and  dilfolueth  them,  whereby  that 
that  is  contayned  in  the  bdly  findeth  the  freer  iffue,  to  the 
lefie  greeuance  of  the  mother. 

Take  of  Emplajirum  de  <JMclliloto ,  of  D  'sachilon^  of  Oxy- 
€roceumy  of  each  two  ounces,  of  the  rootes  of  Apirtwty  of 
wild  Nepp  dryed,  theleaues  oiBcmioimy  of  tolled  Cum¬ 
min,  of each  two  drammes,  of  good  Cajlorium.  iij .  drams, 
of  the  oyle  of  Dyll  one  or  two  ipoonefulles :  filch  of thefe 
as  are  to  be  pqwdred,  beate  them  fine,an8  then  ouer  a  foft 
fire  temper  them  altogether  perfe&ly . 

Item,  the  fame  emplafter  may  ferae  to  be  laide  ouer  all 
the  bottome  of  the  belly  &  the  priuy  paflage,  to  prouokc 
and  draw  foorth  the  latter  or  hinder  birth  if  neede  be :  But 
if  that  be  not  ftrong  inough,  then  lay  too  this  plafter  follo¬ 
wing^ 
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Vying,  which  is  of  much  more  efficacie,  force,  &  ftrength. 

Take  of  Galbanum,  Ammoniacum }  Scraphimm, Myrrhe, 
of  each  an  ounce,  of Colloquintida^  Heleborus  niger ,  of  each 
two  drammes,of  CaJloriumy  Perethrum^  and  S tor  ax  liquida 9 
of  each  three  drams,  of  Trupentyne  and  Petroleum,  ofech 
foure  drammes.  Firft  ouer  a  ibft  fyer  temper  the  T urpen- 
tine,  Petroleum^  and  St  or  ax  liquid^  togsther,  then  thereto 
adde  Colloquintida,  Hefeborus^CaJlorium, and  Perethrum, be¬ 
ing  firft  well  and  finely  beaten  to  powder :  after  put  to  the 
Galbanum^  Ammoniacum ,  Serapinum  and  Myrrhe,  beinge 
firft  diflblued  in  good  Maluefey,  and  fo  take  it  from  the  fi- 
cr,  and  labour  it  with  your  hanaes.  This  plafter  is  ofgreat 
effect  to  prouoke  the  after  birth. 

Item,  vnfet  Leekes  ftamped  and  fryed  with  butter,  and 
(o  laidplafterwife  to  the  belly  ferueth  well  for  the  fame. 

Item,  the  leaucs  or  flowers  of  Marigoldes  drunke  with 
white  Wine  ,expellthe  after  birth.  Alfethe  iayd  leaues 
and  flowers  dryed,  and  at  tyme  of  neede,  kindled  with  a 
waxe  candle,  and  the  fume  thereof receiued  vnderneath 
into  the  priuie  parte,  prouoketh  out  merueylouily  the  af¬ 
terbirth. 

Item  a  comfortable  potion,  to  be  taken  after  the 
deliuer arnce  of che  childe . 

Take  ofthefweeteft  garden  Mintes,greene  or  dry,  of 
the  leaues  ofB&ume,greeneal{b  or  dry,  of  the  leaues  of 
Maioram, ,  the  rootes  of  Fennell,  the  pith  taken  out,  the  flo¬ 
wers  of  Buglos,of  Rofemarie,  of  Ruds, of  Borage,  and  of- 
dried  red  Rofe  leaues,  of  each  of thele  halfe  a  hadful,  more 
or  leffe  as  it  pleafeth  you,  of  Cloues  &  Mafe  brufed  a  little, 
the  waight  of  two  pence,  of  Cinamone  fliredd  in  fmall 
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portions  the  waight  of  fix  grotes,  knit  all  thcle  together  in 
a  clout  or  little  linnen  bagge,  and  hang  the  lame  baggc  in  a 
quart  of  Borage  water  the  Ipace  of a  day  and  a  night :  then 
take  out  the  iaide  bagge,  and  referue  the  water,  of  the 
which  take  onehalfe,  and  the  other  halfe  of  pure  wine 
Secke5orelsMufcadell:  and  beeing  mixte  together,  putt 
thereto  a  little  of  the  conferuc  of  Barberies,  conlerue  of 
Borage  flowers,  conlerue  of  Rofemary  flowers,  and  drink 
hereof  euery  day  the  Ipace  of  foure  or  fiue  dayes,  at  once 
foure  fooonefulles  of  the  water,  and  othef  foure  of  the 
fordaia  Wine.  And  this  potion  fliall  both  comfort  the 
woma,  &  alfo  help  greatly  to  the  expulfion  of  all  noyfome 
thinges  to  be  expelled, 

Andhereitiswoorthy  to  be  noted,  that  whereas  it  h 
a  common  vlage  to  geue  often  to  women  in  their  child¬ 
bed  caudells  of  Otemeale,thinking  and  laying  thereby  the 
Woman  to  befooured,  whereas  in  deed  the  laid  OtcmeaJc 
is  a  notable  binder  and  dryer :  Therefore  ye  fliall  vnder- 
ftande,  that  the  right  vie  thereof  is,  to  geeue  ittoluchas 
haue  already  bene  wel  &  fufficiently  feoured  and  cleanled 
from  their  after  birth,&  other  thinges  to  bee  looked  For  in 
thistimeandcale:  but  if the  woman  be  not  lufficientlye 
purged  allready,  thengiue  hernoOtemeaIecawdeIs,nc 
other  thinges  that  may  binde. 

And  thus  I  make  an  ende,  praying  the  women  readers 
hereof  to  accept  and  fuffile  themlelues  with,  thefe  few  me¬ 
dicines  heere  in  this  Chapter  mentioned,  and  often  by  me 
and  other  pra&ifed.  T  he  which  thing  if  they  lhal  do  fb,  it 
fliall  ''no  doubt  J  beoccafiontomethcfoner  to  retake  this 
matter  in  hande  againe,and  to  refrefli  and  fumilh  the  lame 
with  new  &much  more  excellent  experiences  then  hath 
beeneyet  hitherto  read  or  leene  in  any  bockc  concerning 

fuch 
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(uch  matters. 

And  as  touching  the  aboiie  T rochisks  &  emplafters  de- 
Icribed  here  m  this  place,ye  dial  find  them  alwayes  rcaddy 
made  in  Bucklers  berie  in  London. 


In  this  firft  Chapter  of  the  third  booke,  is  firft  decla¬ 
red  the  matters  therein  contayned,  and  then 
how  the  Infant  newly  borne  muft  be 
handled,  nourilhed,  and  loo¬ 
ked  to.  Chapt.  I.

Then  after  that  the  Infant  is  once  come  to  light,  by  & 
by  theNauell  muft  be  cutt  three  fingers  breadth  from  the 
bellye,and  fo  knit  vp,  and  let  be  ftrued  on  the  head  of  that 
that  remayneth,  of  the  powder  of  Bole  Armemiake,  ard 
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Sanguis  Draconis ,  Sarcocola,  Mirrhe,  and  Cummin,  of  each 
like  much  beaten  to  powder:  then  vpon  that  bindapeece 
of  Wooll,  dipped  inoyleOliuethat  the  powder  fall  not 
of.  S  ome  vie  firft  to  knit  the  Nauell,  and  after  to  cut  it  lb 
much,  as  is  before  rehearled. 

3nD  furthetmoie  fome  fap,  that  of  bohat  length  the 
reft  of  the  jftauell  is!  left,  of  the  fame  length  (hall  the 
chtlDesi  tongue  be,  if  tt  be  a  man  chtlb.  3|tem,  Auicen- 
na  faith,  that  bpuers:  thinges!  map  be  fenohoen  bp  mat# 
feingoftfie  chilbes!  $auell:  fot  (as!  he  faptfi)  bohen 
the  booman  is;  bdtuetsb  of  her  Belt  chtlb,  then  beholb 
the  /fraud  of  the  chtlb:  bohieh  if  in  that  part  of  tt  bohtch 
ts»  nett  bnto  thebobp  it  haue  neuer  a  boftncle, it  pzoten# 
beth  anb  both  ftgnifp  perpetuallfcom  thenceforth  fter# 
rilitie  0?  barenelfe:  anb  tf  it  hatte  attp  tojtnclesf  tn  it, 
then  Co  mattte  bofiucles!,  fo  manp  chtlbten  (hall  the  boo# 
man  haue  tn  tpme  to  come.  3tlfo  fome  ab  to  this!,  anb 
Cap, that  tf  there  be  little  fpace  betboeene  thefe  bofiucles, 
in  the  l^auell,  then  Shall  there  be  alfo  little  fpace  be# 
thebearingof  the  chtlbten:  tf  much,  tt  fignifpeth  long 
tpme  betboeene  the  bearing  of  them  ••  but  thefe  faptngis 
be  nepther  tn  the  dSofpell  of  the  bap,  ne  of  the  night. 

N ow  to  rcturne  to  our  purpole,  when  that  the  nauell  is 
cut  of,  and  the  reft  knit  vp:  annoyntallthe  childes  body 
with  the  oile  of  Acorns,  for  that  is  Angularly  good  to  con- 
firme,  ftedfoft,  and  to  defend  the  body  from  noyfome 
thinges  which  may  chance  from  without,as  finoke,  colde 
and  luch  other  thinges:  which  if  the  Infant  be  greeued 
withal!  ftraight  after  the  birth,  being  yet  very  tender,  it 
fhould  hurt  it  greatly.  -:V  '  ^  ?  5 

After  thisannoynting,  walh  the  Infant  with  warme  water, 
and  with  your  finger  (the  nayle  being  pared )  open  the 

childes 
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childes  nofethrils,  and  purge  them  of the  filthineffc.  And 
•that  the  Nurfe  handle  fo  the  childes  fitting  place,  that  it 
may  be  prouoked  to  purge  the  belly.  And  cheefely  it 
muft  be  defended  from  ouermuch  colde,  or  ouermuch 
heate. 

After  that  the  part  extant  or  the  knot  of  the  Nauell  is 
®  fallen  (the  which  commonly  chaunceth  after  the  third  or 

fourth  day )  then  on  the  reft  remay  ning,  ftrew  the  powder 
or  allies  of  a  calues  hoofe  burnt,  or  of  S  nay  le  ftiellcs,  or  of 
the  powder  of lead,  called  red  lead,  tempered  with  wine. 

Furthermore,  when  the  Infant  is  fwaddeled  and  laid  in 
Cradell,  the  Nurfe  muft  geue  all  diligence  and  heede  that 
(he  bind  suery  parte  aright,  and  in  his  due  place  and  order, 
and  that  with  al  tendernefie  and  gentle  entreating, and  not 
crookedly  and  confufely,  the  which  alfo  muft  be  done  of¬ 
tentimes  in  the  daye,  for  in  this  is  it,  as  it  is  in  young  and 
tender  impes,  plantes,  and  twigges :  the  which  euen  as  ye 
bowe  them  in  their  youth,  lb  will  they  euermore  remaine 
vntoage.  And  euen  fo  the  infant,  if  it  be  bound  &  Iwad- 
led,the  members  lying  right  and  ftraigfit,then  fhal  it  grow 
ftraightand  vpright.  If  It  be  crookedly  handled,  it  will  ^^^0^ 
growlikewyfe.  And  to  the  il  negligence  of many  Nurfes,  nuUm  maty 
may  be  imputed  the  crokednefle&  deformity  of  many  a  childgrowetb 
man  and  woman,  whieh  otherwife  might  feeme  afwel  fa- 
uoured  as  any  other.  0 

Item,  let  the  childs  eies  be  often  times  wiped  &  clenfed 
with  a  fine  and  cleane  linnen  cloth,  or  with  filke.  And  let 
thearmesof  the  Infant  be  very  ftraight  lay  de  down  e  by 
the  lydes,  that  the  may  grow  right;and  fometime  ftroking 
the  belly  of  the  child  before  the  vcfick  or  bladder,  to  help 
toeafe,andto  prouoke.  the  childe  to  themakinge  of wa¬ 
ter;  and  when  ye  lay  it  in  the  Cradell  to  fleepe,fet  the 
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Cradell  in  filch  a  place,  that  neither  the  beames  of  the 
Sunne  by  day,  neither  the  Moone  by  night,  come  on  the 
Infant,  but  rather  fet  it  in  a  darkc  and  fhadowy  place,  lay¬ 
ing  alfo  the  facade  euer  fomewhat  hyer  then  the  reft  of  the 
body. 

And  farther,  let  it  be  wafhed  two  or  three  times  in  the  ; 
day,  and  that  anone  after  fleepe,  in  the  Winter  with  hott  . 
water,  in  the  Sommer  with  lukewarme  water:  neither  let 
it  tary  longe  in  the  water,  but  vnto  fuch  time  as  the  bodye 
begin  to  wax  red  for  heate,  but  take  heed  that  none  ofthc 
water  come  into  the  Infantes  eares,  for  that  fhould  great¬ 
ly  hurt  his  hearing  a  nother  way. 

Then,  to  be  fhort,  when  it  is  taken  out  of  the  bath,  lett  | 

it  be  wiped  and  dryed  with  gentle  and  foft  linnen  clothes 
warmed,  and  then  to  lay  it  on  her  lapp  the  backc  vpward, 
the  which  with  her  handes  let  her  tenderly  ftrokc  and  rub, 
and  then  to  lap  it  vp,  &  to  fwaddell  it,  and  when  it  is  fwad- 
led,  to  put  a  drop  or  two  of water  into  the  nofcthrilles  of  it, 
is  very  good  for  the  eye  fight.  And  fo  to  lay  it  to  reft. 

OftheNurfeand  her  mtlk,  and  how  long  the  cbylde 

jhouldfucke.  Chapt.  II.

S  concerning  the  bringing  vp,  nou- 
ri(hment,&  geuing  of  luck  to  the 
child,  it  fhalbe  beft  that  the  mother 
geue  her  child  fuck  her  felfc,for  the 
mothers  milke  is  more  conuenicnt 
and  agreeable  to  the  Infant,  then  a- 
ny e  other  womans,  and  more  doth 
itnourilh  it,  for  becaufe  that  in  the  mothers  belly  it  was 
wont  to  the  fame, and  fed  with  it,and  therefore  alfo  it  doth 
,  more 
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more  defirouflycouet  the  (ame,  as  that  with  the  which  it 
is  beft  acquainted.  And  to  be  fhort,  the  mothers  milkeis 
‘  mod  holfdme  for  the  childe,  as  Auicenn*  wrytcth^  it  fhall 
be  Efficient  to  geue  it  fuckctwife  or  thrifein  a  day.'  And 
alwaies  beware  ye  geue  not  the  child  to  much  fucke  at 
once  in  this  tender  age  of  it,  for  cloying  of  it,  and  left  alfo 
it  loth  it :  but  rather  let  it  haue  often  of  it,and  little  at  once, 
then  fewe  tymes,  and  ouermuch  at  once.  For  fuch  as  be 
ouer  cloyd  with  the  mothers  milke,  caufeth  their  body  to 
(well  and  inflate,  and  in  their  vrine  fhall  it  apcare,  that  it  is 
notouercome  ne  concocted  or  digefted  in  the  childc: 
which  thing  yet  if  it  chance,  let  the  Infant  be  kept  faftinge 
vntill  fuch  time  as  that  which  it  hath  receyued  alredye  be 
completly  digefted. 

Item, ifthe  mothers  milke  be  fomewhatfharpeorcho- 
lericke,  let  her  neucr  geue  the  child  her  breft  faffing.  If  it 
belb  that  the  mother  cannot  geue  the  Infant  fuck  her  felf, 
cythcrfbr  becaufe  qffieknefle,or  that  her  breftcs  be  fore,& 
her  milke  corrupted :  then  letherchoofeaholfomenurfe^ 
with  thefe  conditions  following. 

Firft,  that  fhe  be  of  a  good  colour  and  complexion,and 
that  her  bulke  and  breft  be  of  good  iargenefle.  S  econdly, 
that  it  be  nottofoonene  to  long  after  her  labour,  fo  that  it 
be  two  monethes  after  her  labour  at  theleaft,  and  that  (if  it 
may  be  )  fuch  one  which  hath  a  man  child .  T hirdly*  that 
(he  be  of  meaneandmeaFurablelyking?neytherto  fattnc 
toleane.  Fourthly,  that  (he  be  good  and  honeft  of  con- 
uerfation,  ney  ther  ouer  hafty  or  ireful,  ne  to  fad  or  folome, 
neither  to  fearefull  or  timorous :  for  thefe  affections  and 
qualities  be  pernitious  and  hurtfull  to  the  milke,  corrup¬ 
ting  it,  and  pafte  forth  through  the  milke  into  the  child, 
makiiige  the  childe  of  lyke  condition  and  maners.  Alfo 
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that  they  be  not  oucr  light  and  wanton  ofbehauiour.  Fift- 
ly,  that  her  bredcs  be  full,  &  hauc  fufficient  plenty  of  milk, 
and  that  they  be  neither  to  great,  foft,  hanging,  and  flag- 
ginge,  nc  to  little,  harde,  or  contract,  but  of  a  meafurablc 
quantitie. 

^^onof^he  ^lfo  ^00^c  vPon  ^er  mi&e,taht  1 1  be  not  blackifh,  blew- 

Nurfcs  milke  ifhe,  gray,  or  reddifh,  neither  fower,lharp,  faltifh,  or  brae- 
kifli,  neither  thin  and  fluy,  ney  ther  ouer  grofle  and  thicke, 
but  temperately  whyte,  and  pleafant  in  tad. 

And  to  be  fliort,  that  milke  is  bed  &  mod  to  be  chofen, 
of  the  which  a  drop  being  milked  foftly  vpon  the  naile  of 
the  thumbe,  holding  your  finger  dil,  it  rolleth  not  of,  nei¬ 
ther  flitteth  abroad,  but  if  ye  moue  your  hand  alittle  it  will 
flyde  of  by  and  by :  but  if  when  it  is  milked  on  the  nay  le  it 
fpread  abroad,  and  flit  by  and  by,  then  is  it  to  thin,  but  if 
it  cleaue  dill  when  that  ye  moue  a  little  your  hand,  then  is 
it  to  fpifle  and  thicke.  The  meane  bciweene  both  is  bed. 

Ifit  be  fo  that  the  Nurfes  milke  be  to  hot,  fharpe,  or  co- 
lericke:  then  let  her  neuergeue  the  child  fucke,  her  felfc 
being  fading. 

Dvueis  cau-  Sometimes  itchaunceth,thatthe  mothers  or  Nurfes 
fesof  the  de-  milke  doth  faile  or  dccrcafe,  the  which  thinge  may  come 
fe&  or  failing  by  dy uers  caufes :  as  by  ficknefle,  by  difeafe  in  the  bredes, 
of  milke.

Item,  boxing  vnder  the  breftes  doth  well,  without  fca. 
rification. 

Item  a  plaftcr  for  the  fame  of  Frankencenfe,  Maffick  ,& 
Pitche,  laid  to  the  breftes,  or  vnder  the  breftes,  the  skinne 
firft  being  annointed  with  oyle,  left  it  fhould  cleaue  ouer 
faft  to  the  place. 

Item,  itflialbeverygoodtorubfoftly  with  the  hande 
the  breftes,  or  els  in  bathing  after  dinner  or  fupper,  to 

cau  fe  fome  to  fucke  her  breft, 

•  Item,  take  the  oyle  of  white  Lillies,  or  of  Violettes, and 
mingle  with  it  Muske,Encenfe,  and  Laudanum,  well  tam¬ 
pered  together,  in  the  fame  dip  a  peece  of.  W ooll,  &  clapp 
it  to  the  breftes,  and  foke  them  with  it..

to  drinke. 

Item,  take  of  Beetes  well  wafhed  one  ounce,  of  Com¬

well  brooke  it,  but  rnoft  commonly  Hull  caft  it  vp  againc, 
becaufe  it  cannot  digeft  it.

Sometimes  the  Infantes  be  vexed  and  encombred 
with  the  falling  fickneffe  ,  and  that  two  manner  of 
wayes*  One  is,  that  it  hatn  this  difeafe  (fraight  forth 
with  the  byrth  :  Caufe  of  the  which  ,  is  cold  and  ill  hu¬ 
mours  in  the  head  and  braynes.  Another  is ,  that  it  taketh 
this  infirmitie  after  the  byrth  by  fome  accidental!  caufes, 
in.  which  cafe,  if  it  leaue  not  the  child ,  being  a  man  child, 

before  he  be  xxv.  yearesofage,  and  the  woman  child  ,  L 

bout  the  time  ofhauing  her  firft  flowres ,  if  it  forfake  them 
not  in  this  fpace,neither  by  the  might  of  Nature,neither  of 
Medicines,  then  is  it  like  neuer  to  depart  from  them.

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Agaynft  this  cruell  difeafe ,  authours  much  commendc 
the  rooteof  a  Pionie ,  onely  hanged  about  the  childes 
necke.

ftandonthefeete .  If thechild  hauethisdifeafe  whileftit 
fucketh  ,  then  let  the  Nurfe  be  comforted  and  ftrengthe- 
ned  with  fuch  thinges  the  which  haue  vertue  to  heateand 
to  dry .  Allb  let  the  N  urle  feede  otiely  on  rolled  or  fiyed 

meates,  and  that  file  forbeare  from  milke  ,  fifli,  .and  hard 

or  fait  powdred  flelh:  for  commonly  this  difeafe  fpringetli 
of  cold  and  moyfl:  humours,  beleeging  the  finnewes. 

Furthermorejet  not  the  Nurfe  vfe  any  watered  Wine, 
ormixed  ,  butmereandinhisownekinde  :  andlet  her 
bath  the  child  euer  before  file  geue  it  fucke ,  after,annoyn- 
ting  it  with  theoyle  of  Caflonum  ,  or  theoyle  ofCoflum, 

and  let  the  child  drinke  eueiy  day  a  quantitieofthis  ele^ 
dtuariefelowing. 

Take  garden  Mint,  Cinamome ,  Cummin,  dry  Ro/ss, 
Mafiicke,  Fenugreke,  F tleriane,  Amios,  Doromcum,  Ztdoa- 
rium ,  Cloues ,  Saunders ,  "Xiloaloes ,  of  eche  a  dram ,  of 
Muskc  halfe  a  dram,  beate  all  tholeto  powder,  and  confidt 
them  with  clarified  and  depured  hony  ,  making  thereof 
an  ciedtuarie ,  of  the  which  euery  day  geue  vnto  the  child 
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the  weight  of  two  pence  to  drinkewith  white  Wine  .  If

times  of  (bme  other  vifcous,(limie  ,and  flegmatike  mat- 
ter, in  maner  and  fourme  of  dregs  or  ragges  ouerwharting 
and  eroding  thepaflage,  whereby  the  vrinelhouldpafle 
foorth ,  in  fuch  wife ,  that  (without  great  payne  )  the  child 
can  not  make  his  water  ,  and  that  yet  but  in  fmall  quanti- 
tieatonce. 

Which  of thefe  wayes  ibeuerit  come  ,  it  flialbe  very 
good  to  bath  the  child  vp  to  the  Nauellin  the  decodion 
of  Peritorie  of the  waU,MalIowes,Holyoke,Lin  feede,  Lil¬ 
lie  roots, Fenegreke,and  Sauery, other  els  with  a  fpungeor 
double  linnen  cloth  dipped  therein,  eftfoones  to  foment 
the  (hare  and  neather  part  of  the  belly  againft  the  bladder. 

But  in  me  children  chiefly  foment  the  on  the  flraights, 
betweenethefundementand  thecoddes,  the  which  place 
in  Latin  is  called  Perineu ,  for  there  in  them  lyeth  the  necke 
of  the  Bladder.

Here  is  nothing  vnder  heauen,  which  fo 
mamfeft  &  plainly  doth  declare  &  fliew 
the  magnificent  mighty  nefle  of  the  om¬ 
nipotent  lining  G  O  D ,  as  dooth  the 
pcrpetuall  and  contynuall  generation  & 
conception  ofliuing  thinges  here  in 

earth* 
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earth,  by  the  which  is  laued,  proroged,  and  augmented 
thckindeofall  things.  And  where  that  this  Almighty 
Lord  and  Creatour  hath  lb  inftitute  and  ordayned ,  that 
no  lingular  thing  in  it  felfe  f  here  vpon  earth )  Ihould  con- 
tynually  remayne  and  abide:  yet  hath  he  giuen  fro  the  be¬ 
ginning  &inftindedfuch  a  power  and  vertue  vntothefc 
mortall  creatures  ,  that  they  may  ingender  and  produce 
other  like  things  vnto  themfelfe,  &  vnto  their  owne  limi- 
litude5in  the  which  alwayis  lauedthe  feed  of  pufteritie. 
Were  not  this  prouifion  had  by  Almighty  God,  the  na¬ 
ture  and  kind  of  all  manner  of  things  would  loone  perilhe 
and  come  to  an  ende,  thp  which  vertue  and  power  of  ge¬ 
neration  many  times  doth  halt  and  milfe,  by  defeat  and 
the  contrary  dilpofition  in  the  partes  generaunt:  As  ye 
may  euidently  feeinthefowing  ofCorne,  and  all  other 
manner  ofleede.  So  that  there  be  in  all  manner  of  ge¬ 
neration  three  principall  parts  concurrent  to  the  lame,  the 
S ower,  the  feed  lowen,  and  the  receptacle  or  place  recei- 
uingandcontayningthc  feed.  If  there  be  fault  in  any 
of  thefe  three,  then  fhall  there  neuer  be  due  generation, 
vnto  liich  time  as  the  fault  be  remoued,or  amended. 

The  earth  vnto  all  feedes,  Is  as  a  Mother  and  N  urfe,co- 
tayning,  clipping,  and  imbracing,  them  in  her  Wombe, 
feeding  and  foftering  them  as  the  Mother  dooth  her  chil¬ 
dren  in  her  belly  or  matrix,  vntill  luch  time  2s  they  come 
vnto  the  growth, qaantitie,  and  pcrfe&ion  due  vnto  their 
nature  and  kind :  But  if  this  feedc  conceyued  in  thebo- 
wells  of  the  earth,  do  not  proue  or  fru&ifie,  then  be  thou 
fure  that  eyther  there  is  let  in  the  fower,in  the  feedc,  or  els 
in  the  earth. 

The  earth  may  be ouerwaterilh,  dankilh,  or  ouer  hote 
anddry,  or ^lfe full ofltones,graue!l,or  other  rubbilli,  or 

^  '  -  N  7  full 
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full  of  ill  weedes,  which  may  ftrangle&choakc  the  good 
corne  in  his  growing :  alfo  the  feede  may  be  putrified,  or 
or  her  wife  viciate  and.  corrupted,and  lo  the  life  andfpirite 
ofit  vanilhedaway  and  deftroyed.  The  Sower  may  vn- 
ordinatlyflrewand  call  the  feede  on  the  earth,  &c.  So 
that  if  there  benolet  in  none  of  thele  partes  concurrant 
to  generations  that  die  lettes  be  remoued  and  done  a- 
way,then  doubtlefle  will  enliie  multiplication  &  encreafe- 
inent  of  that  kind,  of  the  which  the  feede  cSmeth,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  naturall  inclination,  the  which  Almighty  God 
hath  implanted  and  fet  in  the  kind  of  alhhinges*

Very  thing  then ,  the  which  dooth  en- 
creafe  in  this  kinde,  muft  firft  bee  con- 
ceyuedinthe  Wombe  and  Matrix  of 
the  Mother,  which  is  aptandconue- 
nient  for  the  receipt  of  liich  feede.  And 
(as  I  faid  bcfore)as  there  may  be  defed 
and  lackein  themother,  receiuing  the  feede, fo  may  there 
be  fault  and  defed  in  the  Sower  ,  and  in  the  feede  it 
fclfealfo.  . 

And  in  women  there  bee  foure  generall  caufes  by  the 
which  the  conception  may  be  impedite  and  let:  ouer- 
rnuch  caliditie  or  heat  of  the  matrix,  ouermuch  coldnelfe* 
ouermuchhumiditie,  or  moyftnefie,  andouermuch.dry- 
nefle.  Any  of  thefe  foure  qualyties  exceeding  tempe- 
rancie,may  be  fufficiem  caufes  to  let  due  conception.

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Wherefore  the  right  excellent  Phifition  Hypocratet 
In  the  fifth  booke  of  his  Aphorifmesfayth,  All  fuch  wo¬ 
men  the  which  haue  cold  and  denfe  Matrixes  cannot  con- 
ceiue,and  fuch  as  haue  moyft  &  waterifh  Matrixes,  canot 
conceiue.  For  the  power  of  the  feedeis  extinguished  in 
it :  alfo  hauing  dry  Matrixes,  conceiue  not,  for  the  feedc 
perifheth  for  lacke  of  due  nutriment  andfbode :  but  that 
Matrix  the  which  hath  all  thefe  qualities  in  tempcrancie, 
that  is  fruitefull.  This  is  Hypo  crates  faying,  the  which 
thing  alfo  maybe  well  perceiued  by  a  familiar  example 
offowingofcorne. 

For  if  it  be  fo  wen  in  ouercold  places  ,  fuch  as  bee  in  the 
parts  of a  Countrey  called«fc//Aw,and  in  certaine  places  of 
jilmaine ,  or  in  fuch  places  where  a  cotinuall  fno  w,or  frofly 
ox  where  the  funne  doth  not  fhine*  in  thefe  places  the 
feedeorgrainefovven  ,  will  neuer  come  to  proofe,  nor 
fru&ific  >  but  thorough  the.  vehement  eolanefle  of  the 
place  in  the  which  it  is  concerned,  the  life  and  quicknefle 
of  the  grayne  is  vtterly  deftroy  ed  and  adnihilated. 

And  furthers  concerning  ouermuch  humiditie,ifyec 
fbwyour  grayne  in  a  fen  or  marifh  and  waterie  ground^ 
thefeede  will  perifh, thorough,  the  ouermuch  abundance 
of  water, whichexunguiflieth  theliuelynes  &  the  natural! 
power  of  the  grayne  and  feede. 

Likewife  ifit  beefbwen  in  fuch  a  Countrey  or  place 
where  is  ouergreat  heat,not  tempered  with  water  &  raine, 
or  iftheyeare  be  fb  dry,  that  there  come  no  rayneat  all  to 
alay  theextreame  and  feruent  heat  of  theSunne :  then 
fhall  thefeede  fbwcn, wither  and  diy  away,  and  the  power 
ofit  be  confumed  and  burnt. 

And  ifit  be  fbwen  in  dry-places,where  neuer  commeth 
xayne,or  on  the  land  &'grauelly  places  ?  in  fuch  a  place  the 
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gray ne  can  neuer  take ,  ne  proue ,  ne  be  concerned  in  it,  to 
corpe  to  any  fruite  or  profite. 

Wherefore, if  the  Matrix  be  diftempered,by  the  exccflc 
ofanyofthefefoure  qualities  ,  then  muft  ye  reduce  it  a- 
gayne  to  temperauncie  ,by  fuch  remedies  as  I  fliall  fhewe 
you  hereafter.  Likewifemay  there  be  defed  and  lacke  in 
the  man:  as  if  the  feedebe  ouer  hot,the  which  the  woman 
fhallfeele  as  it  were  burning  hot,  or  too  cold  ,  the  which 
(he  fliall  feele  as  it  were  in  manner  cold  as  yfe ,  or  to  fluyc 
or  thinne.  &c.  Diuers other wayes  alfoit  maybe  letted 
which  fliall  not  neede  here  to  be  rehcarfed . 

Now  if the  woman  can  not  conceiue  ,  thecaufecom- 
ming  of  ouermuch  frigiditie  orcOldneflein  the  Matrix, 
that  lliallflie  know  by  thefe  tokens  .  She  fliall  feele  great 
cold  about  the  fides ,  the  reynes  of  the  backe ,  and  the  Ma¬ 
trix  ,her  vrine  fliall  appeare  white  and  thinnifli,  and  fome- 
tymesalfofbmewhatfpifle  andthicke  ,  and  all  manner  of 
cold  things  fliall  noy  her ,  hot  things  fliail  greatly  comfort 
her.  ;r  _  v 

But  if  it  come  byoucrmuch  humiditie  of  the  Matrix, 
thatfliallfheknowby  thefefignes.  If  thebodyof  her  be 
of  a  fatandgrofle  difpofition  ,  if  with  her  flowres  iffuc 
forth  at  the  beginning  and  the  latter  end  ofthem,  certainc 
vifcous  and  watery  fubfkfunce  ,  and  that  her  vrine  be 
white, thicke,  andfometimeasitweremilke  :  Alfbthat 
file  feele  great  cold  and  payne  about  the  Matrix  and  prime 
partes ,  and  much  dolour  in  her  fides  ,  and  inrhe  reynes 
of  her  backe. 

And  when  ouermuch  heatcordryth  in  the  Matrix  is 
caufeofthehinderaunce  of  conception  ,  then  i^  the  vrine 
high  coloured  5  redde ,  or  y  elow  >  being  thinne ,  with  cer- 
minc  motes  appearing  in  the  water:  the  woman  hath  great 
v-  ^  thirft> 
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thirft,  and  bitter  ry fir  ge  or  belchinges  out  of  the  fiomacke 
into  the  mouth.  And  many  ty  tries  they  that  arc  in  this 
cafe,  are  very  fpare  and  leane  in  all  their  body,  hauing  alfo 
but  fmall  quantity  of  flowres,the  which  thing  may  hap¬ 
pen  eyther  by  ouermuch  watch,  or  ouermuch  faffing,  la¬ 
bour,  trauayle,  forrow,  ficknefle  &c.  But  fuch  women 
which  naturally  are  thus  fpare  and  leane,  may  very  hardly 
be  brought  to  a  temperance  againe,  and  be  made  apt  to 
conceiue.  And  this  fhalbc  fufheient  for  this  time,  to  know 
which  qualitie  by  his  exceffe  caufeth  fterilitie.  Now  will 
we  (hew  how  it  fhalbc  knowen,  whether  lacke  of  concep¬ 
tion  be  in  the  woman,  or  els  in  the  man,  and  how  to  know 
whether  the  woman  be  concerned  or  no,  according  to  the 
mind  of  right  expert  Phifitians. 

ffm  to  know  whether  lade  of  conception  be  of  the  woman  of 
of  the  man,  and  how  it  may  be  perceiued  whether  {be  be 
concerned  or  no.  Chapf,  I  III, 

Fye  be  defirous  to  knowe  whether  the 
man  or  the  woman  be  hinderance  in 
conception  :  Let  each  of  them  take  of 
Wheate  and  Barly  corne$,and  of  Beanes, 
of each  vij .  the  which  they  fhall  fuffer  to 
be  fteeped  in  their  feueral  vrine  the  fjdce 
of  tvventie  and  feure  houres :  then  take  two  pottes,  fuch 
as  they  fet  Geliflowres  in,  fill  them  with  good  earth, and  in 
the  one  let  be  fet  the  Wheate,  Barly,  &  Beanes  fteeped  in 
the  mas  water,  &  in  the  other  the  Wheate, £arly,&  Beanes 
fteeped  in  the  womans  water,  and  eucrie  morninge  the 
fpace  of.  viij.orx.dayes,let  each  of  them  With  their  proper 
vrine  water  the  fayd  feedes  fowen  in  the  forefayde  pottes, 

O  and 
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and  markewhofe  pot  doth  proue,  and  the  feedes  therein 
contayned  doth  growe,  in  that  party  is  not  the  lacke  of 
conception,  and  ice  that  there  conic  noe  other  water  or 

raine  on  the  pottes :  but  truft  not  much  this  far  fet  experi¬ 
ment.  r  ; 

Item,  according  to  Hipocrates  writing,  if ye  will  knowe 
whether  the  fault  be  in  the  woman  or  no,  then  let  the  wo¬ 
man  receiue  into  her  body  vnderneath,  beinge  well  and 
ciofely  doled  round  about,  the  fume  of  fome  odoriferous 
perfume,  as  Lattaanum,  St  or ax ,  Calamite^  Lignum,  Aloes , 
Muske,  Aniprc,  and  fetch  other,  and  if  the  odour  and  la- 
uour  offuch  thinges  afeend  thoroyv  lier  body  vpvnto  her 
nofe,  ye  lliall  vnderftand  that  lierrilility  commethnot  of 
the  womans  parte :  if not,  then  is  the  defed  in  her, 

Item,  if Hi  e  take  Garlick,  being  pilled  out  of  the  huskes, 
and  conuay  ofit  in  to  the  priuie  partes,  and  if  the  fent  of  it 
alcend  vp  thorow  the  body  vnto  the  nole,  the  woman  is 
faultlelfe:  ifnot,  then  is  there  lacke  in  her.  Thefe  tokens, 
although  theyhaue  acertainereafon&  apearance,yetbe 
they  not  alwayes  vnfaliible,  but  oncly  likely. 

Whether  Ihe  be  concerned  alredy  or  no,  ye  lhall  know 
by  thefe  fignes  Firft  the  flowres  illue  not  in  lo  great  quan¬ 
tity  as  they  are  wont,  but  wax  Idle  &  lelfe,&  in  manner 
nothing  at  all  commeth  from  them.  Alio  the  breftes  be¬ 
gin  to  wax  rounder,  harder,  &  flifrer  then  they  were  wont 
to  be:  the  woman  lhall  long  after  certaine  thinges,  other- 
wile  then  Ihe  was  vfed  to  do  before  that  tyme,  allb  herv- 
rine  waxeth  Ipylhandthickilhby  retention  of the Super¬ 
fluities.  Allb  the  woman  feeleth  her  Matrix  very  faflly  & 
dolly  lhut,inlbmuch  that  as  Hipocrates  faith,  the  poynte 
of  a  needle  may  fcarce  enter. 

j  Item,  to  know  whether  Ihe  be  conceyued  or  no,  accor- 

'  .  o  v  •  '  ding 
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ding  to  Hipocrates  mynd,  in  the  v.  of  his  Ampho.  Geue 
vno  a  woman  when  (he  is  going  to  bedya  quantity  of  MiL 
//^/w/todrinkejandifafter  that  drinke  fhe  feele  greate 
paine,  gnawinge,  and  tumblingc  in  her  belly,  then  be  ye 
fure  that  (lie  is  concerned,  T  his  Millicratum  is  a  drinke, 
made  of  one  parte  Wine,  another  parte  Water,  fodden  to¬ 
gether,  with  a  quantity  of  hony. 

But  if  ye  be  defyrous  to  knowe  whether  the  concepti¬ 
on  be  man  or  woman,  then  let  a  drop  of  her  milk  or  twaine 
bemilkedona/moothglaffe,  ora  bright  knife,  other  els 
on  the  nayle  of  one  of  her  fingers,  and  if  the  milke  fpreade 
abroad vpponitby andby,thenitisa  woman  child:  but 
.if  the  drop  of  milke  continue  and  ftand  ftillvpon  that  the 
which  it  is  milked  on,  then  is  it  a  figne  of  a  man  child 
Item,  if  it  be  a  male,  then  {hall  the  woman  with  childe 
be  well  coloured,  and  light  in  going,  her  bellie  round,  big¬ 
ger  toward  the  right  fyde,  then  theleftffor  commonly  the 
man  child  lyeth  in  the  right  fyde,  the  woman  in  the  lefte  - 
fyde /and  in  the  tymeor  her  bearingfhe  {hall  better  digeft 
&  like  her  rneate,  her  flomack  nothing  fo  quefie  ne  feeble.

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L  fierilitte  then  for  the  moll  parte  enfii* 
eth  and  commeth  of  the  diftemperauncie 
of  one  of  theft  foure  forenamed  quali- 
ties,  wherefore  the  reraedy;and  cure  of 
the  fame  when  itichatiiftith,  ^nufie  bee 
i  rdqne  byv  fuch  thing©  the  which- -.hatic 
contrary power  andoperation  to  the  exceisiue  quality,  for 
by  that  fliall  it.be  reduced  to  his  temperancie  againe,-

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As  ifthat  coldnoffe  and  moylinefie  exceeding  tempe- 
rancy  in  the  Matrix  be  occafion  of  fterriiitie,then  muft  Die 
apply  fuch  thin  ges  to  that  place  the  which  be  of  nature 
hot  and  dry,  the  which  may  califie  and  vvarme  the  place, 
and alfo dry  vp  the  ill  moyftenefTe and  humours  contay- 
nedin  the  lame,  hindering  conception. 

And  for  becaule  that  the  moft  generall  and  common 

caufeoffterilitiedoth  proceed  of  cold,  wateriih,  and  fleg- 
maticke  humours,  which  bedeawing  the  inner  iydes  and 
hollownelTe  oftlie  Matrix, with  the  port  and  mouth  there- 
ofalfo,caufeth  that  theieede  lent  from  the  man  into  the 
womans  wombe  or  Matrix,  cannot  there  remayne  ne 
deaue:  neyther  is  the  mouth  or  porte  of  the  Wombe  apt 
or  able  to  dole  it  lelfe  lufficiently  after  reception  of  the 
feede,theflewmieand  ilymie  humours  withftanding  it, 
the  which  vnlefle  they  be  dilcufled,  or  dryed  away,  the 

iced  alway  fiippeth  and  llidcth  ioorth  as  fall  as  it  entreth 
in. 

Wherefore  to  remedy  and  to  doe  away  the  forefayde 
impedimenteyelhallvfethemeanes  that  followeth. 

Firft,  within  a  day  or  two  after  the  womans  Termesbe 
paffed,  let  her  by  the  aduice  of fome  Phifitian  take  a  Pur¬ 
gation,  which  may  purge  flegme  and  wateriihndle,  and 
then  the  next  or  the  third  day  after,  let  her  fit  in  a  Bath  vp 
alinoft  to  the  Nauell,  in  the  which  Bath  ye  (hall  decode 
and  fceth  thefe  hearbes,  followi  ng.  Take  of  Baye  leaues, 
Mallowes,  red  Mintes,  Mirtilles,  Camomel,  Maioram, 
Marigoldes,of  each  an  handfull,  ofSage  three  handfulles, 
ofMercury  and  Brankurfin  of  each  two  handfulles,  feeth 
allthefe  hearbes  together  in  faire  water,  or  (if  it  were  for  a 
noble  womanj  in  halfe  water,  and  the  other  halfe  redde 
Wine, in  this  bathletherremainetheipaceofa  good  half 
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houre,  and  a  little  before  thatflie  come  forth  of  the  Bath, 
geue  her  to  drinke  of  this  eleduary  following. 

TakeofSpyke,Nntmegges,Cloues  Galingall  Cinna- 
mome,  and  long  Pepper,  of  each  the  waight  ofagrote,  of 
Artins  feede  the  waight  of  two  grotes,  of  Sage  leaues  dry- 
ed,thevvaight  of  three  grotes,  all  thefe  thinges  ( each  by 
them  felues)  beaten  tofmall  pouder,  temper  them  altoge¬ 
ther  in  fo  much  pure  clarified  Hony,  as  may  be  fufficiertt 
to  receiue  all  the  powder,  other  els  ccmmixt  with  this 
powder To  much  fine  Suger,a$rhe  waight  of  the  powder 
amounteth  vnto,  whereof  ye  (hall  geue  vnto  her  at  once 
the  waight  of  two  grotes,  with  viij.  ix.orx.  fpoonefulles 
efgood  White  or  Claret  Wine,  other  els  with  good  fylah 
uefev  or  Mufcadell. 


And  al  this  muftbe  done  eyther  falling  in  the  morning, 
oneihourebeforebreakfaft,  or  dinner,  other  els.  v.  -or  vi. 
houres  after  dinner,  fo  thatit-benot  doneivpon -a  full  fto- 

macke.  But  if  ye  take  thebath  and  -the  eledfuarium  in  the 
morning, the  at  night  three  onfoure  houresafter  fupper,  let 
her  receiue  vnderneath  her  clothes  the  vapour  of  thefe 
thinges  following  into  the  priuitie.  Take  of  Lauander 
dryed,  of  vnftt  Tyme,  Bay  berries, hlie  leaues,  of ech  halfc 
a  little  handful, of  white  T'rankehfence  the  waight  of  foure 
groteS,  of  Sage  dryed,  or  other,  two  little  handfulles ,  of 
Rofemary  leaues  one  handfull, -lecth  thefe  together  in 
fay  re  water,and  when  they  be  perfectly  fodden,  tljenlet 
the  woman fet  her  felfe  oner  the- vapour  thereof^  fktipge 
groueling,  other  els  fet  on -a  coucr  -made:  for-  the.fKMee 
with  atunrielhir  conduitej  thorow  the  Wbfefcfhe  Vapour 
may  be  directed  into  the  womans  priuy  paflage,  the  neere 
thereby,  that  the  vertue  thereof  may  approch  vnto  the 


wombe  or  wombe  port. 
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Ye  may  alfoin  the  fame  water  dippWooll,  or  els  fine 
Jinncn  doutes,  and  fo  conuey  it  into  the  priuie  paflage 
thereto  remaine  the  fpace  of  one  or  two  houres.  This 
bath,  eieftuary,  and  vapour,  I  councell  them  that  haue 
neede,  to  vfe  them  the  fpace  of  three  dayes  continually,  & 
then j  the  third  night  to  company  with  her  husband,  and 
by  the  grace  of  God  lhe  ihalbe  ipedde.  There  be  fome- 
times,  that  with  the  vleofthebathonely,orthe  eleduary 
alone,  eyther  the  vapour,  without  any  farther  remedye, 
haue  beneaptified  to  conception,  but  who  that  vleth  it  as 
is  aboue  mentioned,  worketh  the  furer  way. 

Thdeflialbeluffidentremediesfor  want  of  concepti¬ 
on,  proceeding  of  cold,  moyft,  and  flegmaticke  humidi¬ 
ties.  Now  ifit  come  by  any  diftemperancie  in  heatc  and 
dryeth :  then  let  her  be  purged  of  coller,  or  other  vnkynd 
heate  bred  in  the  body,  by  thingesapt  and  meete  for  that 
purpofe,  and  then  afterward  to  vfe  bathes,  ele&uaries,  and 
vapoures,  of moderately  cooling  thinges,  as  ofRofes,  Vi- 
olettcs,  Lettufe,  Purflaine,  Plantaine,  and  dyuers  other. 

But  foralmuch  that  moft  commonly  the  vnaptitudc 
of  conception  (in  women  hauing  their  health )  fpringeth 
ofthe  luperfluity  of  colde  and  moyft  humoures,  (whereof 
we  haue  already  Ipoken )  therefore  al  other  impedimcntes 
left  aparte,yeihall  holdye  content  for  this  at  this  tyme. 
For  if  I  would  make  mention  of all  the  occafions  whereby 
conception  may  be  lett  or  impedite,  then  Ihould  I  here  al- 
Iedge  and  bringe  in  all  die  difleafes  that  may  happen  to  a 
Woman  in  that  partes,  with  the  remedies  thereof  which 
were  aloogworkc,  and  not  proper  for  this  volume.

Heembellifhingor  bellifying  medicines 
whereof  I  entend  to  fpeake  here,  be  not 
to  be  vnderftande  to  be  of  that  fbrt,where- 
by  any  adftiticious  or  outwarde  foraine 

- _  beauty  or  fet  coulers  fhould  be  acquired 

orgotten,  the  which  farrefett  and  damnable  curiofity,  I 
doubt  not  but  that  all  honeft  and  vertuous  lad  women  do 
vtterly  abhorre  and  contemne :  but  here  mine  onely  mea¬ 
ning  is,  to  Ihew  how  to  remoue  certaine  blemilhes,  &  as  it 
Were  weedes  of  the  body, through  the  which  many  times 
the  natural  beauty  thereof  is  obfcured  and  defaced.  For  as 
in  a  faire  Garden,  be  it  neuer  fo  beautifull,  yet  if  it  be  not 
regarded  and  looked  vnto,  the  weedes  enterminglingc 
them  felues  among  the  good  hearbes,  will  deforme  and 
emperifh  the  good  grace  of  them.  For  in  the  earth,  be  it 
neuer  fo  well  diligented  &  picked,  yet  alwayes  therein  wil 
remayne  fbme  fparkes  and  feedes  of  vnlooked  for  weedes, 
the  which  euer  when  tyme  and  feafon  ferueth,  Nature 
tfirufteth foorth.  ,  r  inni  muoDii  . 


*  Likewife  in  the  body  of  man,  among  the  good  and  nc~ 
eeflary  humours, is  fome  fparke  or  quality  of  ill  and  not  ne- 
ceflary  humours,  with  the  which  nature  being  offended 
and  cloyed,  expelleth  and  dryueth  them  forth  fbmetiiiies 
into  one  place,  andiomtimes  into  another,  according  to 
the  aptitude  or  feeblenefle  in  refiftaiice  of  the  place  recei- 
uing  it,&  the  force  or  violence  of  nature  (therewith  greev

Brantley  fillletli  of  from  the  head,  and  lyeth  very  thickea- 
mong  and  vrtder  the  hearc. 

Of the  canfes  and  remedies  of Dandrnffe

THe  caule  of  this  Dandruffs  commeth  byaboun- 
danceofflegmatitke  humours  ,  commixt  with  the 
bloud ,  the  which  dayly  and  hourdyby  inceflable 

fweatiiig,  euapbrattth  and  ifluethfbofth  of  the  pores ,  in 

the  skinne  that  couereth  the  panbone ,  and  as  fdftasitiflii- 
eth  foorth,  dryeth  on  the  vtter  luperficie  of the  skinne,and 
there  remainyng  and  gathering  together  ,  becommeth 
euery  day  riioreand  m.orejthereto  greatly  helping  the  for- 
reft  of  heare  which  couii’cth  >  harbotareth ,  and  retayneth 
fuch fyperflhitits  indjre  in  thofejilacfs  theain  any  other 
where  no  heare  groweth .  And  moft  commonly  they  that 
h&ue  blacke  heare  bane  more  ftoreof  Dandniffe  then  o- 
ther .  This  humour  fttflfered  ouerlong  to  raigne  on  the 
head ,  deftrOyeth  and  corruputh  the  routes  eftheheares, 
making  thtm.itofdl c^fogr&atiplentif  ,  and  fpedalJyin 
■ziwhaq  ,s  O  kens' 
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kembing.  And  although  this  fuperfluitie  be  not  cleanely, 
yet  notwithftading  it  fhalbe  no  wiiedome  for  me  to  teacn, 
ne  any  other  herewith  encumbred  to  learne  7  how  to  hop 
it,  for  feare  of further  inconueniences  ,  but  onely  I  coun¬ 
fell  you  once  in  ten  dayes  at  the  leaft  ,  to  wafh  and  fcoure 
the  head  cleane  with  good  lye  ,  wherein  let  be  fteepedin 
alinnen  bagge  of  Annis  feede  5  Commin ,  dryed  lloiemo- 
ry>  Fen  greke5and  the  rindes  of  Pomegranate,  of  eche  like 
much?  and  beware  that  after  the  wafhingofyour  head  ye 
take  no  cold,  before  the  head  be  perfectly  dryed. 

And  whereas  fbme  fay,that  they  which  vie  oft  wafhing 
of  their  heades,  flaaibe  very  prone  to  head  ache:  that  is  not 
true ,  but  onely  in  fuch  that  after  they  haue  bene  waflied, 
roll  vp  their  hearef  being  yet  wette)about  their  h,eade$,the 
cold  whereofis  daungerous  to  bring  them  to  Catarrhes 
and  pofes,  with  other  inconueniences .  Whereof  all  dili¬ 
gence  muft  be  had  ,  that  the  head  may  be  exa&ly  well 
dryed  with  warme  clothes,  whileft  the  head  is  y  et  hotte  of 
the  wafhing,  and  then  neuer  feare  no  inconueniences,  but 
rather  conuenience  and  commoditie:  and  let  this  be  done 
alfc  faftinghi  die  morning  ,  otelfeonehourebeforefup- 
per,or  fiiie  houres  after  fupper .  T his  oft  wafhing  fhflll  pu- 
rifie  theskinne  of  the  head>and  ftedfaft  the  heare  from  fal¬ 
ling,  leuiate  and  lighten  the  head>  with  all  the  fenfes  there¬ 
in  conteined.5andgrcatly  comLrtthe  braynes.

T ake  new  burnt  Lime  foure  ounces ,  of  Arfenecke  an 
ounce  5  fteepe  both  thefe  in  a  pynt  of  water  the  fpace  of 
two  day  es>  and  then  boyle  it  frotn  a  pynt  to  the  halfe. 

And  to  proue  whether  it  be  perfed:  ,  dyppe  a  feather 
therein  ,  and  if  the  plume  of the  feather  depart  of  eafily, 
then  it  is  ftrong  enough :  with  this  water  then  annoynt  lb 
farre  the  place  that  ye  would  haue  bare  from  heare,  as  it  li- 
keth  you  ,  andwithinaquarterofanhourepluckeatthc 
heares  ,  and  they  will  folow ,  and  then  wafh  that  place 
much  with  water  wherein  branne  hath  beneftceped :  and 
that  done,  annoynt  the  place  with  the  white  of  a  new  layd 
egge  and  oyle  Olyue  ,  beaten  and  mixt  together  with  the 
iuyceofSingreneorPurflane ,  toalayethe  heate  engen- 
dred  of  the  forelayd  lye  *  The  third  way  to  remoue  heare, 
is  a  plafter  made  of  very  dry  pitch,  and  vpo  leather  applied 
to  the  place,  the  heares  being  firft  lhauen,  or  Cut  as  neare  as 
can  bewithapayreofCyfers. 

N ow  when  the  heares  be  vp  by  the  rootes  ,  then  to  let 
them  that  they  grow  no  more :  take  of  Alome  the  waight 
ofa  groate,  and  diflolue  it  in  two  Ipoonefulles  of  the  iuyee 
of  Nightlhade,  or  ofHenbane,  and  there  withall  annoynt 
the  place  two  or  three  times  euery  day ,  the  lpace  of  nine 
or  ten  dayes,  and  heare  will  grow  no  more  in  that  place.

Item,  take  Eleborus  ,  and  feeth  of  it  an  ounce  in  halfe  a 
py nt  of  ftrong  white  Vineger,  till  halfe  be  confumed,  then 
mixt  therewith  Hony  foure  fpoonefulles,  &  the  weight  of 
a  peny  of  Mercury  fublimid  ( to  be  had  at  the  Apotheca¬ 
ries  )  and  feeth  thefe  together  agayne  till  it  become  thicker 
with  this  annoynt  the  Frekens,and  it  will  deftroy  them. 

This  is  alfb  very  good  for  the  Morphew,  and  other  de¬ 
colouration  or  ftainyng  ofthe  skinne. 

T  0  deftroy  Wartes,  and fuch  like  excrejfences 
on  the  face  or  elfe  where, 

F  Or  this  purpofe  nothing  is  lb  excellent  ,  as  eucry 
day  once ,  the  Ipace  of  three  or  foure  dayes,  to  drop 
one  drop  of  ftrong  water  ,  called  Aquafortis  ,  on 
them,for  this  deftroyeth  them  in  very  Ihort  time.

Take  wine  lyes  dryed, the  which  thcGoldfmithes  do

Item*  Deere  fiiet  is  very  proper  for  the  fame  purpofe, 
especially  beyng  well  wafhed  and  tempered  with 
Water,  wherein  hath  bene  diflolued  two  or  three  g 
ofpiire  Muske.

TAke  the  white  of  an  egg,  and  beate  it  well  with  a 
fpoone,andthentherewith  commix  two  Ipoone- 
fulles  of  Sallet  oyle,  one  fpoonc  full  of  Rofe  water, 
another oftheiuceofSoreh&haifea  little  fpoonefull  of 
Vineger,  herewith  annoynt  the  pimples  and  ryfinges. 

T o keepeand preferue  the  teeth  cleans, 

F  Irft  if  they  be  very  yelow  and  filthy,  or  blackiih,  let 
a  Barber  jeoure, rub,  and  picke  them  cleane  &  white5 
then  after  to  maintaine  them  cleane,  it  fhalbe  veiy 
good  to  rub  them  euery  day  with  the  roote  of  a  Mallowe, 
and  to  picke  them  cleane  that  no  meate  remaine  and  pu- 
trifie  betweene  the  teeth . 

Item,  take  of  the  fmall  white  pibble  ftones  which  bee 
found  by  the  water  fydes,  and  beate  them  in  very  fmall

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the  further  aduice  of  a  Phifitian.  Ifitbeengendred  in  the 
mouth  onely,  then  moft  commonly  it  commeth  offcme 
rotten  &  corrupted  hollow  teeth,  which  in  this  cafe  mud 
be  plucked  out,  andthegummes  well  fcoured  &  wadded 
With  Vineger  wherein  hath  bene  fcdden  Cloues  &  Nut- 
megges.  The  cleanlie  keeping  of  the  teeth  doth  conferre 
much  to  the  fauerneflTe  of  the  mouth. 


T  His  vice  in  many  perfons  is  very  tedious  and  loth- 
fomc :  the  remcaie  whereof  is,  to  purge  firft  the 
chollericke  and  egre  humours,  originall  caufers  of 
the  fame,  and  afterwardes  to  wafh  the  armeholes  often¬ 
times  with  the  water  wherein  Wormewood  hath  bene

Item,  Aucthors  do  write, that  therootes  of  Artichaughes

of  the  body  by  the  vrine.  For  (as  Gallen  alfo  doth  teftifyj 
he  prouoketh  copie  and  plenty  of  ftinkinge  and  vnfa- 
uerie  vrine  from  all  partes  of  the  body,  the  which 
propertie  it  hath  by  fpecial  gift,  and  not 
onely  e  by  his  hot  quality.  And  thus 
here  I  make  an  end  of  this 
fourh  andlafte
